Dahlonega, June 2.—(Special.) —The 
Constitution’s forestry expedition into 
north Georgia arrived here at 4 
o’elock this afternoon on the last lap 
‘of a trip that has penetrated one 
of the most attractive _— sections 
of Americe. 

The glad hand awited the little 
party, now composed of but four cars, 
and the proverbiaY “key to the city,” 
was turned over to welcome invaders. 
The reception committee consisted of 
county and city officials, professional 
men and others. They offered the 
entire city—nothing was reserved. 
They displayed a cordiality that was 
vigorous and refreshing. 

Leave on Return Trip. 

After*spending the night in Blairs- 
ville, following a day harrassed by 
rain and muddy roads, the beginning 
of the end of the Constitution’s erx- 
pedition started this morning. Seven 
of the party, including F. W. Reed. 
R. V. Shields, Dr. McHatton, Dr. S. 
W. McCallie, H. G. Spahs, H. 8S. 
Thompson and H. W. Morgan, depart- 
‘ed for their return trip to Atlanta. 
They are due to arrive sometime 
early tomorrow. 

As a further demobilization, za. 
Hollomon,. Washington correspondent 
of the Constitution; Thomas H. Me- 
Donald, of the federal highway com- 
mission and H. B. Stone, supervising 
forester, composed a little party that 
went over into the Blood Mountain 
and Cooper Gap sections to view the 
'.Seenery. They are expected to ar- 
rive in Dahlonega early Saturday. 

This side trip was taken solely for 
‘the purpose of making a personal in- 
spection of one of the most pictur- 

“ esque areas in the mountain regions 
of the east. Mr. Stone and Mr. Me 
Donald were anxious to get a first-!; 
hand view and Mr. Hollomon en- 
couraged them for he, too, wanted, a 
series of photos accurately portraying 
the beauty and grandeyr of north 
Georgia.

Hazardous Trip. 

The remainder of the party, led by 

the Pathfinder, began the ascent of 
the great hump of the chain of the 
Blue Ridge that separates Blairsville 
fram Dahlonega. It proved the most 
hazardous and perilous, but easily 
ene of the most enticing trips ef the 
ectire expedition. At one time the 
ors moved slowly but steadily over 
tincertain roads at an altitude of 3,700 
feet. The scene presented was one 
of genuine grandeur. 
The distance by road between Blairs- 
ville and Dahlonega is but forty miles, 
but it is one of the most interesting 
%0-mile stretches in all America. 

The people of many little towns 
«nd neighborhood settlements on the 
sughway, like those of the score of 
other towns and _. villages through 
which the tourists have passed, met 
them with hearty handshake or cor- 
tial greetings waved from the door- 
ways or barn lots. 

One unhappy, but in nowise serious 
incident, occurred during the trip 
across the mountain. The car in 
which the Boy Scouts — Davis 
and Ford—were riding, became unruly, 
It went sufficiently out of commission 
to require the attention of trained me- 
chanics. Consequently it was piloted 
over to Cleveland. The accident hap- 
pened about ten miles out of Blairs- 
ville, but Cleveland was the nearer 
point and the Boy Scouts headed for 
that place. They are expected to go 
from Cleveland into Atlanta.

Savannah, Ga., June 2.—Co-opera- 
tion in law enforcement especially in 
prohibition and other cases where 
state and federal courts .both ha 
jurisdicticn was pledged air ree 
adopted here today at a meeting of 
state an-J] federal prosecuting officers 
associa- 
tion’s annual convention. 

The resolutions approved sugges- 
tions for such co-operation recently 
made in a letter from Attorney-Gen 


eral Daugherty and discussed before 
the bar associgtion today by Judge 
Samuel H. Sibley of the federal court, 
northe 1 district of Georgia. 

Judge Sibley took issue with the 
statement made yesterday by Arthur 
G. Powell, Atlanta, retiring president 
of the association, that the prohibi- 
tion law has led to increased law- 
breaking, and he aiso urged that state 
and federal, courts should not dupli- 
cate punishment of violators. 

Judge Sibley told Judge Powell that 
public sentiment could not be judged 
along Peachtree street or in Atlanta. 
He said to judge the feelings of the 
people one would have to come in 
contact with them in all walks of life. 
“I am here in an unfortunate situa- 
tion in having been told yesterday 
morning by Judge Powell that my life 
is being wholly and totally wasted, 
and what I am doing is so futile that 
it is desperate if not despicable,” said 
Judge Sibley. 

“IT am going to ignore the statement 
because I can’t answer it as it ought 
to be. 

“I want to say that all prominent 
and successful statutes must be based 
on a real need as a remedy for a real 
evil supported by a real public senti- 
ment, 

“T am not here “— say that it is 
right morally ; not here to say that it is 
right religiously. I think the preach- 
ers and the church people are making 
a mistake by insisting upon that. Is 
it legally right? My affirmation is 
that prohibition is legally right. 
What I mean by that, is that there 
is a real evil experienced for gen- 
erations in all countries, that calls for 
treatment, and very strong treatment. 
We have tried a great many things 
with only partial success. The latest 
experiment is nation-wide prohibition. 

Legally Right. 

“T say it is legally right because 
it has ‘Seem written into the consti- 
tution of the. United,*and nothing can 
be legally wrong that is legally there. 
It was legally right before it was 
made a part of the constitution, for 
the reason that the supreme court of 
the United States, and practically ev- 
ery supreme court of every state in 
the union that ever said anything, 
about it said it was legally right.” 
Judge Sibley declared that “it is 
our right and duty to be informed, to 
exercise independent, manly and cour- 
ageous judgment, and to vote. But 
when the election is over, when the 
law is made according to the forms 
and methods we have ordained for it, 
we cease to be sovereign for the time 
being and become subjects of the only 
king w> have—our law. When any- 
body is running for office, when an 
issue is up for, a vote, we are sov- 
ereigns to say what shall or shall not 
be the law.” 

The mountaineers are beginning to 
take a changed view of the Volstead 
law, he continued, and none of them 
is coming back before him on a sec- 
ond charge. 

“A man who takes an oath to up- 
hold the constitution and laws of. the 
United States or of the state of Geor- 
gia is nothing short of a perjurer if 
he does not make the best effort that 
is in him to observe it,” he said.

Dr. George Vinson Called. 


Dr. George Vinson was the last 
witness called Friday night. He de- 
clared that the story told by Mrs. Vin- 
eon in regard to the treatment alleged 
to have been accorded Mrs. Vinson 
by himself and his brother was ab- 
solutely false. ; 

The casé will be resumed at Y 
o’clock Saturday morning. ‘The state 
has not concluded its rebuttal testi- 
mony, and each side will be given 
two hours for argument. The case 
will probably get to the jury ~some 
time Saturday afternoon. 

The state is represented by Solici- 
tor-General John A. Boykin and the 
law firm of Branch & Howard. Mr. 
Howard questioned the witnesses dur- 
ing the afternoon session. 

The defense is represented by Judge 
Newt Morris and Attorney John Dor- 
sey, of Marietta and Sam Hewlett and 
Joe Ewing. 

Fined for Contempt. 

_A fine of $50 was imposed on Judge 
Newt Morris, 1eading counsel for the 
defense, by Judge Humpbries for al- 
lesed heckling of Dr. W. J. Auten, a 
state’s witness, under cross-examina- 
tion. Judge Morris paid the fine, 
but aserted that he would enter pro- 
ceedings to have it refunded. 

Judge Humphries overruled a mo- 
tion by Judge Morris to declare a 
rmustrial after an affidavit by the slain 
man had been admitted into evidence, 
The affidavit was made by Mr. Vin- 
son in connection with divorce pro- 
ceedings filed shortly before he was 
shot by Mrs. Vinson. 

The attorney for the defense argued 
that the affidavit was not: admissi- 
bie because it was, in effect, permit- 
t:ng a husband to testify against his 
wife in a crimihal proceeding, and 
because Dr. Vinson could not be cross- 
examined in regard to the testimony 
contained in the affidavit. 

Charges that Mrs. Vinson repeat- 
edly had threatened his life, that on 
one occasion she had kicked him 
down the stairs at their home, 55 
Ponders avenue; that on another oc- 
cusion she entered his office with a 
pair of iron tongs and attempted to 
strike him on the head, and that at 
unother time she attacked him in a 
dewntown drug store while he was 
talking to friends and kicked him into 
the street, were contained in the af- 
Iidavit. | . 

Dr. Vinson further declared in the 
effidavit that he and his wife had lit- 
tle trouble as long as all property 
in his possesion was deeded to her, 
but that when he would purchase a 
new piece of property and not imme- 
aiately deed it to her, trouble often 
would ensue. 

Jealousy was implied as the motive 
for the shooting in the testimony of 
Ir. Auten, cdOunty physician, who at- 
tended the accused woman in jail 
after she was first arrested and to 
whom, he says, she talked freely. 

“Mrs. Vinson told me she went to 
the Pierce drug store that afternoon 
to see Dr. Vinson and that he told her 
he was getting a divorce from her and 
was through with her,’ Dr. Auten 
ssid. ‘‘She said he told her he was 
go:ng to marry a younger woman and 
that he was tired of her being sick 
and nervous all the time. When he 
told her that, she told me she drew her 
pistol and shot him.” 

Dr. Auten said she had not men- 
tioned seeing Dr. Vinson with a 
pistol at any time since he had been 
attending her. He said he had known 
her for a humber of years and had 
treated her often. 

“One time I treated Dr. Vinson for 
a scratch on his cheek which he said 
his wife: had caused,” he continued. 
“f went to the house and Mrs. Vinson 
tuld me she had scratched him and

L. Osburn, who lives across 
the street from the Vinson home on 
Ponders avenue, and who testified that 
she had been called to the Vinson 
home the night before the shooting 
in the ‘egpacity of trained nurse, and 
bad found Mrs. Vinson in an i 
humor because her efforts to be ad- 
mitted to the state insanc asylum had 
been frustrated, she said, by Dr. Vin- 
son; and Euther Jackson, nephew of 
Mrs. Vinson, who testified that she 
bed said she would kill her husband 
and his two sons to prevent them from 
getting control of his property. 

Dr. George A. Vinson, brother of 
the slain man, testified that he had 
heard Mrs. Vinson threaten the life 
of her husband once and on‘another 
cecasion had heard her declare that 
she “wonld maul hell ont of him.”

“Especial attention is invited to 
the numbers of weevils present in 
every county. Where squares are 
forming they are being attacked im- 
mediately. Where cotton is late they 
are feeding on the _ terminal bud. 
The situation is extremely serious 
and merits the thoughtful considera- 
tion. of every citizen of the state,” 
the report stated.

Letter from Davis. 

It is of historic interest that IH. 
F. West, well-known Atlanta real 
estate man, has the letter written to 
his father, the late General West, by 
President Davis, thanking him for be- 
ing directly responsible “a pleasant 

‘visit to Atlanta.” This letter was 
dated June 23, 1886, at Beauvoir, 
Miss., and is as follows:

“TI wouid like to remove to Atlanta 
Bishop Murrah stated, “but I have 
my home in Memphis, have been liv- 
ing there for years and it is conven- 
ient to Alabama and Georgia. I 
know of nothing that would be more 
delightful than to live among Geor- 
gians, and particularly Atlantans, but 
it would entail much difficulty to 
make the change and I shall continue 
my residence in Memphis. I can be 
of just as much use, just as easy of 
necess and accomplish identically the 
same results.’’ 

No Politics in Election. 

Bishop Murrah disposed of the ru- 
mor that “politics” played a part in 
the Hot Springs generai conference, 
with a push-away gesture and a short 
laugh. He insisted that the general 
conference was simply an active, ear- 
rest conference and men had favorites. 

“Rut so far as there being ‘politics’ 
used in an improper sense,” he de- 
clared, “it didn’t exist. Conference 
questions undoubtedly were discussed 
in hotel lobbies and other places. Also, 
we must make allowances for news- 
paper enterprise. Newspaper peo- 
le are very alert, occasionally, to 
look for the unusual. I think that 
the Hot Springs conference was one 
of the greatest in the annals of South- 
ern Methodism.” : 

Returning to his new charge, Bish- 
op Murrah stated that he had no mat- 
ters as to his program that would be 
of interest. He stated that he had 
ror had time to analyze the situation 
and that no program, prospective or 
otherwise, had been considered.

DISCREDIT REPORT 
OF RAGE TROUBLES 


Fort Worth, Texas, June 2.—Re- 
ports of a race riot at Kirvin, Texas, 
today were believed to have been 
exaggerated here tonight when a dis- 
patch received here said that a mob 
of negroes believed to be in hidins 
at a house on the Powell farm, 4 1-2 
miles south of Kiarvin, could not be 
located. 

The only casualty, the dispatch 
said, was Leroy Gibson, 19 years 


old, negro, who was killed when he 


attempted to escape from three dep- 
uty sheriffs after his arrest in con- 
nection with the murder of Miss 
Eula Awsley at Kirvin about six 
weeks ago. The crowds reported 
leaving Streatman, Wortham and 
Corsicana were not even organized, 
the dispatch stated. 


Teague, Texas, June 2.—A crowd 
of men estimated at 500 left Teague 
at 7:25 o'clock tonight for a place 
near Kirvin, where it was reported 
seventy-five to one hundred negroes 
were preparing to march against the 
white residents of that section. 

Deputy Sheriff John T. King and 
City Marshal Otis C. King, of Kir- 
vin, with a posse of men, arrested 
Leroy Gibson, a negro, this after- 
noon at the home of Mose Gibson, 
about five miles north of Teague. 

Three negroes in the house opened 
fire with rifles as they were leav- 
ing with the prisoner, the officers re- 
ported. During the battle Leroy 
Gibson was killed. 

The officers said they were seyv- 
eral hundred yards from the house 
at the time of the firing and were 
unable to defend themselves, being 
armed only with pistols. They 
crawled out of danger and came to 
Teague, where they communicated 
with Sheriff Mayo at Fairfield, to 
organize a posse. 

Shortly after the shooting of the 
youth, between forty and sixty ne- 
groes are reported to have taken pos- 
session of a deserted house on the 
Powell farm, four and one-half miles 
south of Kirvin. They are said to 

armed with rifles and to have 
threatened to. resist any attempt of 
a crowd of whites to enter the house. 
Sixty whites joined deputy sheriffs 
at Kirvin and left for the farm. 
Other Kirvin citizens were reported 
to be on their way to assist in lo- 
eating the negroes.

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LESSON NO. 59—SAVING LIVES BY RADIO 

ns Disastrous Wreck of London-Paris Airplanes. 

The first collision of express planes in the air and the resulting 
loss of lives in the flaming wreckage, brings vividly to mind the neces- 
sity of radio equipment in air transportation to safeguard the lives of 
the passengers and pilots. 

Seventy miles north of Paris, over the village of Thieulloy, a 
British plane, manned by a pilot and carrying mail, crashed into a 
French airplane in which was a pilot, mechanic. and three passen- 
gers. The planes had been traveling at terrific speed, ¢ompletely en- 
guifed in a sea of fog, and after colliding, both fell to earth, the 
aviators and passengers perisling in the burning remnants of the 
juxurious airships. 

Disasters in fogs are not unusual, but in operations on sed@*and 
land the use of sound signals and powerful lights prevents to a great 
degree such unfortunate happenings and their consequent loss of life. 

The high speed of airplanes, commonly 100 miles an hour, places, 
them outside the range of sound instruments or brilliant lights which 
penetrate fog but a short distance. Radio waves, however, travel at 
a speed of 300 million meters of 186,000 miles per second, their action; 
is instantaneous and they radiate in all directions like ripples result- 
ing from the impact of a stone on the surface of a quiet peol of water. 
A few lengths of wire stretched from end to end of the airplane, small 
adjustable coils and condensers connected to that radio marvel the 
“vacuum tube” form a combination by which the pilots of passenger- 
carrying airplanes can send out radio signals in the directions through 
an impenetrable fog. Powerful land stations sending warnings of dan- 
gerous storms will enable the pilot to alter his course and bring the

but often to distant cities outside of 
Georgia, where they are absolutely 
out of the jurisdiction of the Geor-

“Georgia needs a law forbidding 
the courts to send these delinquents 
to such institutions as well as a 
statute making it unlawful for de- 
linquents from other states being sent 
to semi-penal irstitutions here. I 
shall endeavor to obtain enactment 
of such a law, if I am elected by the 
people of Fulton county.”

WHEAT AND COR 
PRICES DECLINE 


Chicago, June 2.—Despite less fav- 
orable demestic crop reports, the 
wheat market here sagged in price 
today, owing largely to tower quo- 
tations at Liverpool and to asser- 
tions that European holidays tomor- 
row and Monday would tend to cur- 
tail export demand. The closing in 
Chicago was steady, but was 1-8 to 
1 1-2 cent net lower, with July 
$1.18 1-4 to $1.18 3-8, and Septem- 
ber $1.17 3-8 to $1.17 1-2. Corn 
finished a shade to 3-4 cent off, oats 
at 1-8 cent decline to a like advance, 
and provisions unchanged to a set- 
back of 2 1-2 cents. 

Successive dips and bulges in the 
price of wheat followed each other 
rapidly throughout the day, the bear- 
ish foreign news being at times out- 
weighed by confirmation of black 
rust in Texas and by advices telling 
of blight in parts of Kansas and of 
threatened damage elsewhere in the 
winter crop belt. On the other hand, 
seaboard messages said that 1vsellers 
at Liverpool were offering hard win- 
ter wheat to 3 cents cheaper than 
was asked in cablegrams from this 
side of the Atlantic, and that the 
German government buying agency 
had withdrawn from the market. 

Domestic mills took a fair quan- 
tity of wheat here and receipts at 
Chicago continued to dwindle, ar- 
rivals today being only 23 ears. Pri- 
mary receipts for the country as a 
whole were less than was the case 
a year ago. «Such bullish factors, 
however, were more or less counter- 
balanced by word of increased ship- 
ments from Argentina, about three 
times larger for the week as com- 
pared with the corresponding period 
last year. 

Corn weakened with wheat, not- 
withstanding gossip of export sales 
of corn totalling one million bushels. 
Good shipping demand helped to up- 
hold the oats market. An increase 
of lard stocks here had something 
of a bearish influence on the pro- 
visions market,

Rights of Bootleggers. 

You dwell on the bootieggers’ constitu- 
tional rights, when you know that an out- 
law has no constitutional rights that others 
are bound to respect. Legally he has a 
standing before the courts, but he cannot 
put himseif outside the pale of the law 
and clamor for ‘‘his constitutional rights.’’ 

Your reference to ‘‘those who bear “the 
name of judge’’ is entirely beside the mark. 
You take position at the wrong end of the 
bull. ‘The judge who really plays to the 
grandstand, and the votes therein, is the 
judge who plays with the law by the ap- 
plication of nominal fines where only prison 
sentences can create a wholesome respect 
for the law. 

You say that liquor has its uses. The 
medical profession does not agree. The doc- 
tors would be practically unanimous against 
its use if the drunkards and bootleggers 
among them could be eliminated, Possibly 
there are’ uses in society with which I 
am not familiar. 

You say we have impf&ired its uses and 
left ourselves a prey to the abuses. 

Dr. Frank Crane said just before you 
had your say at Tybee, that in society 
“they are still shaking cocktails and smug- 
sling highballs. In club corners and at 
society dinners they are still entertaining 
each other with the common assertion that 
the present state of things cannot con- 
tinue.’’ *‘They are humiliated by bootlegger 
autocracy and tired of paying enormous 
sums for interior drinks.’’ That, possibly, 
is your complaint when you say that its 
uses have been seriously impaired. 

Sowing Dragon’s Teeth. 

Arthur, you were sowing dragon's teeth 
at Tybee, sowing em in Georgia soil, 
and when you are Mding along our public 
roads sin the future You will see the crop 


that has been harvestéd by the officers who 
have escaped playing the part of the vic- 
tim in the homicides you encourage when 
the ‘‘bootleggers’ constitutional rights’* 
were being invaded.

As a federal officer I have been in every |

Washington, June 2.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—President 
Harding will sign the federal reserve 
act amendment bill, recently passed 
by congress, and will retain Gover- 
nor Harding as the head of,the board,

Main feature of the legislation in- 
clude provisions restricting building 
costs construction, offered by Senator 
‘Harris, of Georgia; increasing’ the 
membership of the federal reserve 
board from seven to eight members, 
and a classic recommendation that for 
thé additional member the president ap- 
point a “dirt farmer.” 

Failure of the president to sign the 
bill promptly was due to a typograph- 
ical error, involving some minor con- 
struction which might have been im- 
posed, it was explained. 

When questioned as to the reap 
pointment of Governor W, P.G. Hard- 
ing, whose term expires in July, as 
head of the board, the president stated 
that in all likelihood the present head 
would be retained, with the extra mem- 
‘ber going to a representative of the 
farm group.
